Applicant argues tlie following: Sakai's reading direction is not the direction of motion between the image capture device and the 
document. Applicant asserts that Salcai's reading direction corresponds to the writing format of the document [remarks: page 2, para. 4, 
page 4, para. 3]. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. Sakai performs two determinations, first is the writing format, second is the reading/scanning direction, 
see col. 9. II. 13-15 and col. 10, II. 1-2. Sakai uses both information to determine the most probable region of overlap, in order to confine 
the search. 
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
